“There was an enormous amount 
f work here and then in one second, 
verything ended for us,” Thomas 
aub says through an interpreter. 
The 48-year-old master cabinet- 
aker was recruited at a job fair in 
ermany and told there was plenty 
work in Alberta. With a three-year 
» he started work at an €dmon- 
n company, sending for his wife 
elinda and their children a couple 


of months later. By the middle of 
2007, they had sold all their pos- 
sessions in Germany and with a few 
suitcases in hand, started a new life 
in Canada where they intended to 
stay for good 

“It’s very hard when you come over 
and you have to buy everything,” 
says Melinda Daub. “You don’t even 
have a pillow under your head.” 

Their start-up costs included a 
car, security deposits on their rental 
home and utility services, and mini- 
mal contents for their home. Their 
monthly income covered their cost 
of living but there were no savings 
left over. 

Melinda Daub worked as a cabinet- 
maker’s helper, and the couple toiled 
long hours at the same company, of- 
ten from 6 a.m, to 6 p.m., seven days 
a week. Their 12-year-old son looked 
after his younger sisters. 

In October, the couple was laid off. 
They found employment in the same 
line of work but were laid off yet

again last January — Melinda after 
six weeks, and Thomas shortly after. 
Despite applying for jobs in several 
other industries, they were unsuc- 
cessful finding work. 

“Yes, there are layoffs happening, 
there are slowdowns happening, 
a reducing of hours, but in a lot of 
cases it's really specific,” says Jenni- 
fer Raimundo, spokeswoman for Al- 
berta Employment and Immigration. 
She says some sectors, such as health 
care, still need workers, whereas oth- 
ers, such as construction, do not. Of 
the 57,843 temporary foreign work- 
ers who were counted in Alberta in 
December 2008 (13,007 of them 
in Edmonton), she is not sure how 
many have left due to layoffs. 

According to Raimundo, tempo- 
rary foreign workers are entitled to 
Employment Insurance (EI) ben- 
efits as long as they have worked the 
required number of hours in their 
province of residence. 

But the Daubs are past that point,

and have lost hope they’ll see a pen- 
ny of the EI benefits they paid into 
when they had jobs. They applied 
for El benefits but only after receiv- 
ing conflicting information about 
whether or not they qualified. Now 
that they have gone weeks without 
receiving any financial assistance, 
they are choosing to cut their losses 
by returning to Germany. “Two years 
of hard labour, for what?” Melinda 
asks. 

Jim Gurnett, executive director of 
the Edmonton Mennonite Centre 
for Newcomers, says he has seen a 
surge in laid-off temporary foreign 
workers. These workers can only 
work for companies approved by the 
federal government to hire tempo- 
rary foreign workers, via a Labour 
Market Opinion (LMO). And find- 
ing another employer with an LMO 
is difficult. “This is one of the absur- 
dities of a badly designed program,” 
Gurnett says. “There's no public list 
of which employers have LMOs.” 





















(Raimundo says she's not sure why 
such a list isn’t readily available.) 

As well, Gurnett says, the exis- 
tence of a class of low-paid workers 
depresses the entire labour market. 
“Had the government not allowed 
the temporary [foreign] worker pro- 
gram,” he explains, “and hadn't caved 
into employers on this and said no, 
those employers that are now bring- 
ing in temporary workers would in- 
stead have to be paying several dol- 
lars an hour more so that people like 
us would take their jobs, and that 
would be good for everything.” 

Although the Daubs will return to 
Germany with little more than the 
possessions they can carry, they will 
at least qualify for social assistance 
there. And they know there are many 
other temporary foreign workers in 
Edmonton in situations as theirs. 

“Unfortunately, what happened 
to us, I don't believe we are the only 
ones,” says Melinda Daub. “They 
just don't open their mouths.”

Science With A Conscience

Cold War babies growing up un- 
der the constant threat of nuclear 
annihilation were taught to hide from 
hydrogen bombs under their wooden 
desks at school. Many remember 
parents giving them an extra-tight 
hug before bed during the Cuban 
Missile Crisis. They also knew that 
if either side ever pressed the button, 
everything would be over. 

The Strangest Dream, a powerful 
NFB documentary about one nu- 
clear physicist’s unusual courage in 
standing up against that overwhelm- 
ing insanity, reminds us that with 
27,000 nuclear devices still polluting 
the planet, the threat has not disap- 
peared 

Joseph Rotblat should be as famous 
as the people he collaborated with: he 
was the only scientist to walk away 
from the Manhattan Project during 
the Second World War (for moral 
reasons) and was subsequently in- 
vestigated by FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover. In the 1950s, he joined Brit 
ish philosopher Bertrand Russell to 
establish the anti-nuclear movement 
and start the Pugwash Conference, a 
who's who of top-ranked scientists, 
academics, and public figures from 
around the world, including figures 
from both sides of the [ron and 
Bamboo Curtains, to help ensure the 
bombs would never be used 

“Whether it was during the Cuban 
Missile Crisis, the Vietnam War, or 
some of the nuclear missile treaties, 
they were there working tirelessly,” 
director Eric Bednarski says over the 
phone from Halifax. “The difference 
between them and the in-the-street 


activist is that they have direct chan- 
nels to top government officials. So 
viet scientists who came to Pugwash 
in 1957 could go back and speak 
directly to Khrushchev. American 
scientists who met in Vienna in the 
early 1960s went back and spoke di- 
rectly with JFK.” 

The reason most people don't 
know more about this group is that 
they still meet as private citizens 
and all their talks were off-limits to 
the press. 

Canada’s connection to all of this 
is also interesting. After gaining the 
support of Albert Einstein days be- 
fore his death, Rotblat and Russell 
needed a rich sponsor for their con- 
ference. American industrialist and 
philanthropist Cyrus Eaton, also a 
Hoover target, agreed with their ide- 
als but also insisted the first meeting 
be held in Pugwash, N.S., the tiny 
Canadian seaside town where he 
grew up. 

Many of the participants stayed in 
Eaton's summer mansion there, but 
because the community lacked a ho- 
tel, many were also billeted with local 
families 

Bednarski never had the chance to 
meet Rotblat. He died in 2005, just 
as thé film project was beginning 

Rotblat’s work brought him a No- 
bel Peace Prize, but only after war 
brought him great suffering 

His father was a prosperous busi- 
nessman in Poland until the First 
World War reduced him to poverty. 
As a young scientist and student, 
Rotblat married the woman of his 
dreams in the 1930s and pictures 
from that time show an unusually 
happy and handsome couple. In the 
summer of 1939, with his career on 
the rise, he accepted a position to 
study in Liverpool, England. When 
he returned to Poland to collect his 
wife, she was suffering from ap- 
pendicitis and could not travel. He 
travelled to Liverpool alone to give 
her time to recover, but the Nazis

invaded Poland. His wife was Jewish; 
he never saw her again 

“That's why he never remarried,” 
Bednarski says. “He never had clo- 
sure with her.” 

In one touching scene toward the 
end of the movie, an elderly Rotblat 
cuddles a couple of infants on his lap 
at a family gathering. Bednarski says 
many people have commented that 
it is their favourite part of the film, 
perhaps because of the optimism it 
portrays. 

“It shows the human side of him,” 
Bednarski says. “It shows this man 
with the gift of life — the most im- 
portant thing, as he would say.”

Doing Right By Fort Chipewyan 


DR. JOHN O'CONNOR CALLS 
ON ALBERTA TO TAKE 





The Oscar-shortlisted documentary 
Downstream is giving Alberta a little 
silver screen treatment, but it isn’t 
casting the province's multibillion- 
dollar oil industry in a golden glow. 
Instead, the short documentary by 
director Leslie Iwerks is putting the 
spotlight on the health issues of the 
small First Nations community of 
Fort Chipewyan. 

With a population of 1,200, Fort 
Chip rests next to the Athabasca Riv- 
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er, downstream from the oilsands. 
The film explores the claims first 
made in 2006 by family physician 
Dr. John O'Connor that Fort Chip 
has higher-than-expected incidences 
of rare cancers and other diseases by 
speaking with local leaders, environ- 
mentalists, and residents about the 
changes they see in the river. 

Health Canada filed a compliant 
against O'Connor for raising “undue 
alarm” after he made his concerns 
public. While the situation has been 
stressful for O'Connor, he says he 
is far more frustrated with the lack 
of action regarding the community's 
health. 


He has called on the provincial 
government to take responsibility. 

“€nforce environmental laws,” he 
said after the Edmonton screening 
at Metro Cinema. “Get rid of the 
tailings ponds. Do things in a more 
clean fashion and just do the right 
thing by Fort Chip.” 

The Alberta Cancer Board recently 
released a report saying cancers were 
higher than expected in Fort Chip, 
but Dr. Tony Fields, head of Alberta 
Cancer Services, was quick to throw 
caution on the numbers, saying that 
more research must be done before 
concrete conclusions can be drawn. 

Dr. Kevin Timoney, an ecologist 


from Treeline Ecology Research, was 
also at the Metro screening. He con- 
ducted a water study in Fort Chip in 
2007, and found the levels of arse- 
nic, mercury and polycyclic aromat- 
ic hydrocarbons concerning. He was 
also troubled by the recent Cancer 
Board's findings. 

“The researcher looked at two six 
year periods,” Timoney explains, “so 
she only had 12 years of data, but she 
found that the cancer rate appeared 
to be higher in the second period. 
That's a worrisome find, in the sense 
that the cancer rate may be elevated 
to begin with and now it appears to 
be rising.” 


Edmonton-Strathcona MP Linda 
Duncan took, the opportunity to 
urge Albertans to get the federal 
government involved. 

“There seems to be a common mis- 
understanding that this is totally the 
Alberta government's legislative re 
sponsibility... We are triggering ev 
ery conceivable responsibility of the 
federal government,” Duncan said, 
citing Parliament's responsibility 
oversee the protection of the First 
Nations, the fisheries, and trans 
boundary water and air pollution. 

“They simply passed the buck 
to Dr. O'Connor and they invest!

have been involved,” says Davidson, 
who's with Lawyers Against the War 
(LAW). “It's now a matter of public 
record that Bush was in charge of 
setting up a regime of torture that 
spanned several parts of the globe 
and resulted in horrendous injuries 
and even death. Canada has a duty.” 

In February, Davidson sent a letter 
to Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
and other cabinet ministers asking 
the Canadian government to either 
bar Bush from Canada, prosecute 
him once he arrives, or have the fed- 
eral attorney general consent to a 
private prosecution by LAW against 


the Texan. She hasn't received a 
response, and concedes she's fight- 
ing “an uphill battle” with “terrific 
challenges.” Davidson laid torture 
charges against Bush during his visit 
to Vancouver in 2004, but a judge 
quashed them within days. 

The federal government is keep- 
ing silent on the upcoming visit. “We 
have no comments to offer on the 
visit of Mr. George W. Bush to Cal- 
gary,” said Foreign Affairs spokes- 
man Alain Cacchione via e-mail. 
When told about Davidson's letter, 


a spokesperson with the Canadian 


Border Services Agency said, “We | 


wouldn't comment on something 
like that.” Davidson is one of many 
voices around the world calling for 
Bush’s prosecution. Earlier this year, 
Manfred Nowak, the UN’s Special 
Rapporteur on Torture, said the U.S. 
has a “clear obligation” to prosecute 
Bush and former secretary of de- 
fence Donald Rumsfeld for authoriz- 
ing torture — a violation of the UN 
Convention on Torture. 

Calgary activists, meanwhile, are 
organizing a number of events for 
the week of Bush's visit, culminating

in a noontime rally outside the Telus 
Convention Centre during Bush’s 
speech. “We want to give him the 
welcome that he deserves — which is 
we want him to go back to the States, 
or we want him arrested,” says orga- 
nizer Collette Lemieux. 

Lemieux is hopeful that Bush will 
eventually be prosecuted. “Do I think 
that it's going to happen very soon?” 
sheasks. “No, but think that it's very 
important that we keep the pressure 
up.... We have to make it clear that 
there's accountability.”

Losing Confidence In The RCMP 





QUISIDEPOLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
THE DEATH OF ROBERT 
DZIEKANSKI COULD BE THE 
TURNING POINT FOR CANADA'S 
POLICE FORCE 





A very disturbing and perhaps ep- 
ochal thing happened in a Vancouver 
courtroom last week. 

While a member of our iconic 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
described his harrowing experience 
facing an’armed and dangerous man 
— an incident during which he says 
he feared for his safety — an audi- 
ence of good Canadians snickered, 
snorted, and laughed. 

I never thought I would see the day 


finally got some attention when he 
started making a ruckus. The RCMP 
officers assigned to the airport ar- 
rived on the scene, and a little while 
later, Robert Dziekanski; would-be 
Canadian citizen, was dead on the 
airport floor. 

According to the four Mounties 
called to the scene, Dziekanski was 
uncooperative and acting in a threat- 
ening manner. The crucial moment 
for these four Mounties came when 
the agitated Dziekanski threatened 
them with an improvised weapon: a 
stapler. 

The report on the incident is un- 
clear whether the stapler in question 
was a Bostich or a Swingline. 

After a few seconds (not min- 
utes, but seconds) of trying to reason 
with Dziekanski, and with Dziekan- 
ski now brandishing the fearsome 
stapler, the Mounties did the only 
reasonable thing in such a life-and- 
death situation: Const. Kwesi Mill- 
ington jolted him with a Taser. When

when Canadians, some of the most 
law-abiding people in the world, im- 
bued with the uniquely Canadian 
deference to authority, born in a 
country founded on the incredibly 
boring ideal of “peace, order, and 
good government,” would laugh 
openly at a Mountie’s testimony. The 
national police force has been on a 
downward spiral for some time now, 
but I fear the Force is now truly cir- 
cling the drain. 
It is in Vancouver that an inquiry 
is being held into the national dis- 
grace that is the death of Robert 
Dziekanski. 
The luckless Pole’s story is well 
known in Canada, in Poland, and 
probably all around the world. Upon 
arriving in Vancouver in Oct. 2007 
after a 24-hour flight to start a new 
life, Dziekanski wandered Vancou- 
ver Airport for a shocking 10 hours 
ithout getting help. (How this could 


Dziekanski went down, writhing in 
agony, Millington hit him with an- 
other jolt. Then, with three other 
Mounties pinning Dziekanski to the 


ground by sitting on him, Milling- | 


ton hit him again. Dziekanski be- 
came much more docile once his life 
ended. 

Welcome to Canada, Mr. Dziekan- 
ski, Hope you enjoyed your stay. 

It was during the inquiry into Dzie- 
kanski’s death that the public turned 
on the Mountie, and by extension 
the Force itself. Millington admitted 
to being scared of Dziekanski that 
he was worried about the safety of 
his fellow officers, claiming that the 
deadly stapler being in an “open” po- 
sition made it more of a threat. The 
snickering became so loud, the head 
of the inquiry was forced to tell the 
audience to can it. 

Bear in mind that all of the Mount- 
ies were outfitted with bulletproof 
vests, handguns, batons, and pep- 
per spray. They were all big men, 
physically fit, and trained in han- 
dling angry men in difficult situa-

And yet, their first response in 
this situation was to deploy a Taser

But there's more, and it’s all bad 
Millington’s notes on the incident 
were contradicted almost across the 
board by an amateur video taken at 
the time. If we had to depend on the 
testimony of the Mounties, Dzie 
kanski would have been painted as 
an enraged madman brandishing a 
weaponina threatening manner. But 
the video does not lie 

So many questions come to mind 
Does RCMP training advocate imme 
diate use of potentially lethal force? 
(AB.C. Crown report concluded their 
actions were “consistent with RCMP 
policy and training.”) Were Const. 


Millington and the others just lousy 
police, or representative of what the 
Force produces these days? (This is 
a real concern to me. Consider the 
actions of the Mounties who were 
called to the nightmarish Greyhound 
bus where Vince Li stabbed and be- 
headed Tim McLean. Police watched 
for four hours while Li did unspeak- 
able things to his victim.) Can we 
trust our police to accurately reflect 
events? Will they be punished for 
their actions (firing sounds right to 
me), or be allowed to proceed with 
their careers? The B.C

I’m not some anti-police crank. It 
pains me to criticize the Mounties 
because I admire what they stand for. 
The RCMP is an institution revered 
around the world, a true symbol of 
Canada, and to see them brought 
so low by the actions of their own 
members pains me deeply. 

Sad to say that we may have 
reached a tipping point moment 
here, people. Future historians may 
look at the events in a Vancouver 
court room on March 2, 2009, as 
the moment Canadians officially lost 
confidence in the RCMP.

Even mild-man- 
nered Journal columnist Todd Babiak 
waded into the fray, suggesting that 
the event oversimplified the issue of 
Israeli-Palestinian relations and that 
the bias enshrined in its provocative 
name was “creepy.”

Can A Wine Be Feminine? 





DITCH THE GENDER-BASED 
IMAGERY IN WINE TALK, 
SHALL WE? 





Wine has long been the domain of 
men. Twenty years ago, women 
winemakers, wine critics, and even 
wine lovers were the exception, not 
the rule. Forty years ago, they were 
all but unheard of. Aside from a few 
notable pioneers, women flew way 
under the oenological radar. 

But times have changed, and many 
women now make their living in 
wine. So why do | still see sexism 
splashed all over the place? Obvi- 
ously there is a huge disparity in the 


| wine workplace, but that's'a whole 


other can of worms. Today I want to 
talk about sexism and gender stereo- 
types in wine language 


The most common example of 
this phenomenon is wine experts de 
scriptions of certain wines as either 
“feminine” or “masculine.” 

Now, on the surface this seems 
to make sense. After all, feminine 
wines would be girly, and masculine 
wines would be manly, right? Right 

. except what does “girly” or “man- 
ly” mean, anyway? 

The problem with describing wines 
in terms of gender is that these clas 
sifications are entirely subjective and 
mean completely different things to 
different people 

For instance, when I think of a wine 
as feminine (and I really try not to), 
I expect it to be curvy, without any 
hard edges. But someone else may 
expect that wine to smell like flowers 
or baby powder, or to be full-bodied or 
light-bodied or any number of other 
qualities. Similarly, a masculine wine 
could be rough-edged, or it could 
smell like Old Spice. It could be dry 
and austere, or elegant and smooth. 
See what I'm getting at? Because 
masculine and feminine traits are 
so subjective, they really aren’t very 
good descriptors for wine. The varia- 
tion In meaning is just too great 

But it doesn’t stop there. Another 


of my favourite examples of sexist 
wine language is personification, in 
which a stereotypical female or male 
figure is conjured up and ascribed to 
a particular wine 

A great example of this came at a 
tasting I attended a few months ago, 
led by a New Zealand winemaker 
who shall remain nameless. Halfway 
through the tasting, he launched into 
an extended description of how each 
of his wines were women of various 
types — the sultry woman in black, 
the bubbly blonde, the matronly old- 
er woman. Maybe the other tasters 
appreciated his colourful metaphors, 
but he got a cold stare from my cor- 
ner of the room. At least his wines 
were tasty. 

But this is absolutely trivial in 
comparison to the true winner of 
the world’s wine chauvinist crown. 
In his 1997 book Travels With My 
Corkscrew, Tony Aspler (who styles 
himself as “Canada's foremost wine 
expert”) argues that wine must be 
described in human terms, and then 
launches into the following tirade: 

“Before the enfeeblement of the 
English language by the feminist 
movement, wines were described 


as either being masculine or femi- 


nine depending on their weight and 
finesse.... | once described an Alsa- 
tian Gewurztraminer as a lumber- 
jack wearing too much aftershave; 
a Californian Chardonnay was a 
Muhammad Ali of a wine that pro- 
claimed itself as soon as its cork was 
drawn. Other wines were librarians 
who whispered at you or cheerlead- 
ers without depth.” 

Aspler’s no spring chicken, so I 
suppose some would argue that he’s 
just one of the “good ol’ boys” from 
a past era in which this kind of tripe 
was socially acceptable. But while the 
big wine critics may have dropped 
this kind of language, it still gets 
perpetuated in other circles, During 
my time in the retail wine business, 
| heard gendered adjectives and the 
descriptors 
tossed around all the time, without a 


feminine/ masculine 


second thought 

Some would say this sort of com- 
placency is just as bad as being out- 
right sexist, and some would say it’s 
even worse. I say it just doesn’t make 
for very good writing. Let's leave 
the tired stereotypes in the past and 
come up with more interesting and 
meaningful ways to describe wine, 
shall we?

By the time you have a chance to 
read this, there will just be a few days 
left in Edmonton Downtown Dining 
Week, a promotion featuring spe- 
cial menus at notable eating venues 
across the city's core. You've got to 
know that the economic downturn 
is hitting local restaurateurs extra 
hard, especially with the resurgence 
of winter this past week, so anything 
that stands to get willing diners off 
their asses or out of the malls has got 
to be a good thing. 

The full list of participating res- 
taurants and menus is available at 
www.edmontondowntown.com, 
but I decided to observe Edmonton 
Downtown Dining Week by visit- 
ing Rigoletto’s in its new digs on the 
main floor of an apartment block 
just before downtown drops off into 
the river valley. The venerable Ital- 
ian-plus eatery has been on my radar 
for a long time, and I was keen to 
see what had changed and what had 
stayed the same. 


The good news is the Rigoletto's 
| menu seems little altered from the 
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last time I was there, with my favou- 
rite selections, a choice of sizes for 
your entrée and reasonable prices 
still intact. The new location lacks 
some of the old digs’ Old World in- 
timacy — partly because it's bigger 
— with the result that the former 
cozy chiaroscuro ambience now just 
seems kind of dark. The usual effi- 
cient-if-cursory service, though, is 
classic Rig’s. 

They certainly weren't making a 
big deal about their Downtown Din- 
ing Week promotion and it was only 
when | spotted a menu card on adja- 
cent table that I found they were of- 


could do it again, | might order my 
dressing on the side, but probably 
I'd order the Italian salad (romaine, 
tomatoes, artichoke hearts, kalamata 
olives, anchovies, vinaigrette) from 
the regular menu instead. 

The entrées were not far behind 
our salads — my co-diner accepted 
the thick cross-section of salmon 
topped with onions and capers, while 
1 took the crisp-breaded chicken 
breast slathered with tomato sauce 
and topped with melted mozzarella 
and parmesan.

fering a set meal of green or Caesar 
salad, chicken parmigiana or “crispy 
southern” salmon filet, and tiramisu 
for $25.

The meal started with a green salad 
with a lot of creamy dressing over 
iceberg lettuce, a tomato wedge, a cu- 
cumber slice, an olive, a sweet gher- 
kin, and a qesch of grated cheese.

When J Mascis was last in town, it 
was May of 2007. The notoriously 
difficult interviewee, who found his 
fame with Dinosaur Jr., plans to re- 
turn to our great white northern town 
this weekend, now with a different 
outfit. This time he’ll be behind the 
drums, backing a band whose moni 
ker is especially appropriate for a Fri- 
day the 13th ticket 

Witch, 
formed with longtime friend Dave 


the metal band Mascis 
Sweetapple, is making this, their 
only stop in Western Canada, as a 
result of a gamble by the bookers at 
New City (which has quickly become 
the go-to place for good rock shows 
‘round here). 

“We said, ‘Let's start it in Toronto 
and then go to D.C.’ Next came Mon- 
treal,” explains Sweetapple. “As soon 
as those dates got listed, whoever the 
promoter is at New City got in touch 
with our agent in New York and said 
they wanted to put an offer in to do 
a one-off. They're actually flying us 
up there and renting gear for us and 
the whole bit. I’m wondering how it’s 
gonna be — I just worry about them 
breaking even on this thing.” 

Nice guy, huh? 

“I'm looking forward to it,” ad- 
mits Sweetapple after a harrowing 
discussion of Edmonton's subzero 
temperatures. (His response to the 
thermometer read of -24°C went 
something like this — and you'll have 
to imagine the frequent gasps of dis-

belief yourself: “What are ... what is 

. that’s crazy! Well, zero is 32 (Fahr- 
enheit), so that would make it ... Oh 
God. That would make it minus-80 
or something. It’s not that cold! Is it 
really that cold? Holy shit.”) 

He gets back on track to note that 
Mascis found our town pretty cool 
anyway: “J played there with Dino- 
saur last year. He said it was a re- 
ally cool place, he said there's a great 
guitar shop there in Edmonton he 
was looking forward to getting back 
to. He called me from the street just 
walking around there one day when 
Dinosaur was on the road. He said, 
‘It's really strange being up here, I’ve 
never been to this part of Canada 
before, but I found this great guitar 
shop that had tons of old stuff.’” 

Sweetapple has some pretty fond 
words for Mascis — who, despite be- 
ing at the back of the stage, still seems 


to attract all the attention despite his 
infamous single-word, silence-filled 
interviews. When Dinosaur Jr. carne 
to town back in ‘07, Mascis spoke to 
SEE’s Zoltan Varadi, who recalls his 
J as being “like those trees in Lord of 
the Rings, except quieter.” (You can 
read an excerpt from that interview 
on page 47.) 

But Sweetapple has a differ- 
ent analogy: “He's kind of like the 
Snuffleupagus from Sesame Street, 
where he doesn’t speak at all and a 
lot of people think he’s either com- 
pletely apathetic or he’s just an assh- 
ole, and in some respects he is, but as 
soon as those people who say those 
things turn their back, he just says, 
‘Fuck it.’ You know what I mean? 
In the Snuffleupagus aspect, cer- 
tain people on Sesame Street really 
knew this character but nobody else 
saw him or knew that he existed. He 


is really personal and he is into tons 
of stuff, but if there’s people around 
then he doesn’t really speak that 
much. And that’s pretty much the 
way it is.” 

With two albums under their belt, 
Witch is set to record a third later 
this year. Sweetapple remembers 
the inception of the band, back in 
the dog days of 2005 in Amherst, 
Mass. 

“It's a really small arts scene there 
in Amherst. If there's a noise show 
going on you'll see kids there that are 
into punk and you'll see the freak folk 
people there, and vice versa. So ev- 
erybody who's into music in this area 
gets to know everybody else. One of 
the bands we used to see was this 
band called Feathers which featured 
Kyle [Thomas] and Asa [Irons], who 
was the original other guitarist in 
Witch, and they were doing stuff like 





The Incredible String Band and Fair- 
port Convention. 

“J and I, both coming from classic 
rock into punk rock and then into 
hardcore, were like “What's wrong 
with these kids?’ When we were 
their age, we just wanted to get in 
the pit and destroy shit and these 
guys are sitting around in a semicir 
cle with feathers glued to their hair 
singing songs about magic hats and 
things. We met Kyle, who was the vo- 
calist in Feathers, back while he was 
a teenager working in a record store, 
and | said, ‘Why don’t we do a hard 
rock thing and you stop the foolish- 
ness with the folk?’ And that was the 
beginning of things.” 

Considering the show date, I'm 
sure at least a few lyrics about magic 
hats will pop up on the floor of Sub- 
urbs. As for gluing feathers to your 
hair ... bad idea. Don’t do that.

Does Romi Mayes (the name's pro- 
nounced “raw-me,” by the way) even 
know how to take it easy? Achin’ 
in Yer Bones, the new album from 
the Winnipeg blues-country super- 
woman, is filled with personal tales 
of life on the road and fictional ac- 
counts of characters at the end of 
their rope — there may not a lot of 
uplifting stories to be found here, 
but there is consistently meaningful 
storytelling. 

1 caught up with Mayes at her 
home in Winnipeg, when she had 
some time to spare while her daugh- 
ter ate breakfast. Over the phone, 
Mayes is anything but hard, evincing 
a warm familiarity and a passion for 
her craft which leaves no wonder as 
to how she’s managed to propel her- 
self onto the world stage. She acts as 
her own booking agent, record label, 
and manager and has taught herself 
to do it all. 


“In the last 13 or 14 years, I've 


earned so much about the mu 
sic industry,” she says watched 
the learning curve as it grew, as it 
changed and evolved ve really 
een paying attention. I really do 


take it pretty seriously as a business 
and that’s why it's so hard for me 
to have a manager or a label — or a 
booking agency, for that matter. I’ve 


tried that and I always end up firing 





them. Whether I actually do it better 


than them, I’m not sure, but no one 





knows what you want better than 
you. I don't know if it’s a control freak 
or a perfectionist thing, but I think 
that when the reins are in my hand 
things get done in the way that | 
like them.” 

Mayes’ career began more than a 
decade ago when she left Winnipeg 
and tried busking and hitchhiking 
her way across Canada. She was 18 
“| didn’t really know what it was like 
to be a touring musician at all,” she 
says. “I wasn’t pursuing music as a 
career at the time, but I was busk- 
ing just to travel. I've always wanted 
to see the world, I just couldn’t sit 
still. 1 took my guitar and my thumb 
and I just hit the road, and some- 
times I would get gigs, and some- 
times 1 would just play my guitar 


on the street ... and in my ignorance

at the time, I thought that that was 
how you actually tour, just pitch on 
the road.” 

She’s come a long way since then, 
but the promising buzz around the 
follow-up haven't softened Mayes 
outlook on life.

“I’m actually a 
really happy person — I just got a lot 
of weight on my shoulders. I feel like 
life is challenging, life is tricky, love 


is hard, being a parent is difficult and

all these things, but at the same time 
I rejoice in all of these challenges 
When writing a song, I think it's just 
that inspiration starts when I hear 
something and it's heavy. I like when 
it's like, ‘Oh God, ouch, that sucks 
write that line 

“The first time I ever performed in 
my life, | performed the only three 
songs I had written at the time. | got 
up and played these three songs and

From its whimsical title (Grrr...) to 
the colourful block letters spelling 
out the band’s name to the way the 
capital G in Grrr... is drawn to look 
like a cat, Bishop Allen's new disc 
looks like something you'd file in 
the children’s section of the record 
store. The songs have an innocent, 
playful pep that one associates with 
the Grade 3 classroom — the image 
I'vélbeen using to describe the songs 
to friends is that it sounds like the 
band members all ate an extra bowl 
of Frosted Flakes before heading into 
the studio.

for.) “There were certain places on 
Grrr... where we said to each other, 
‘It would be great to have a song here 


that you could double-dutch to,’ [like 
songs that feel natural.” 

Yeah, maybe “natural” is a more 
accurate word than “childlike.” Kids 


would probably get a kick out of 
Bishop Allen's bright-eyed melodies, 
full of handclaps and marimbas and 
mandolins, but it might take an adult 
to appreciate the craftsmanship of 
the songs, their sure sense of struc- 
ture, and the wit of their wordplay 
This is a band that doesn’t waste a 
lot of time goofing around on the 
monkey bars: they released 12 EPs in 


2006 alone, one for each month of 


the year. It takes a whole lot of prac- 
tice, a whole lot of effort to make 
music that sounds this offhand and 
effortless 

“We knew we wanted the album 
to have a lot of energy,” Rice says, 
“but we didn't want it to feel over- 
wrought. I think we were trying to 
give the songs the life they deserved, 
but not to manipulate them until 
they felt dead to us. If you work on a 
recording for too long, you can defi- 
nitely polish away all the humanity. 
And | like lyrics that are easy to un- 
derstand. Or at least, [ like songs that 





are structurally complete — where 
you can understand the logic of the 
song without needing some kind of 
decoder ring.” 

But ask Rice to name his idea of a 
perfect song, and he picks something 
by an artist who it's hard to imagine 
ever was a child. “I'll give you an ex- 
ample of something I was listening 
to yesterday,” he says, “and that's 
‘Famous Blue Raincoat’ by Leonard 
Cohen. It has these lines in them 
with unusual rhymes, but they're not 
awkward: ‘The last time I saw you,

they don't leave you scratching 
your head. 

“Of course, Lester Bangs once said

James Hunter isn’t the type of guy 
to rush something. After perform- 
ing and recording in the U.K. for 
more. than 20 years, he finally 
made “headway on this side of the 
Atlantic in 2006 with his Grammy- 
nominated album People Gonna 
Talk. Since then, the soul and blues 
songwriter has racked up heaps of 
praise, and released another suc- 
cessful full-length, The Hard Way, 
in 2008. But between all that, it 
seemed he forgot about one niggling 
little thing. 

“]'m nursing an injured toe,” Hunt- 
er says in his thick Colchester accent 
— you can imagine him with his feet 
up as he chuckles over the line from 
his home in the Essex town. “I've got 
an ingrown toenail. I didn’t realize it 
for about 10 years, so it’s about time I 
got it sorted out now.” 

Though he might be dancing a 
little funny for the next few days, he 
seems to be in good spirits. He keeps 
on chortling as he talks about his 
musical influences, and still wonders 
why in heaven's name people keep 
comparing him to the legendary Sam 
Cooke. 

“| always assumed everybody had 
been influenced by him at least,” he 
says. “That's fairly well documented, 
isn't it? I think it might be because I 
slightly rip off his tunes to a degree, 
melodically at least — lyrically my 
style is very much different from 
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his. I really don’t think my voice is 
that similar... Maybe it's more sur: 
prising coming from an English 
bloke.” 

Now, Hunter’s been on tour with 
some pretty big names, but in terms 
of laughs, he says he had the best 
time on tour with our man in pink 
the-one and only Chris Isaak 

“The life-threatening stunt Isaak 
used to pull with us was wearing that 
suit with all the mirrors on it,” Hunt- 
er recalls — Edmonton audiences 
might remember a similar suit mak- 
ing an appearance on Gallagher Hill 
last summer. So, was Hunter ever 
tempted to try it on? “Well, Chris ac 
tually works out, so he could hold the 
suit up. I think if I'd have put it on I 
would have fallen over and wouldn't 
have been able to get up.” 

Considering the luminous com- 
pany he’s been keeping lately, one 
has to wonder if Hunter's ever been 
starstruck. “I’ve never actually been 
starstruck,” he replies, “but when 
I met John Lee Hooker I was thor- 
oughly cheeky to him. It was a time

1 would have expected to have been 
but something sort of evil in me took 
it out on him. Our keyboard player 
was, though, once when we were in 
L.A. He didn’t actually speak to him, 
but he saw Borat's sidekick from the 
Borat film on Hollywood Boulevard 
and he was just absolutely gobstruck 
He’d never been so impressed with 
someone in the flesh.” Here, Hunter 
emits such a wave of rolling laugh- 
ter that you have to wonder what the 
docs have been giving him for the 
pain in his toe 

Maybe it's time to bring the man 
back down to earth: for a man whose 
repertoire nearly qualifies him as a 
nostalgia act, does he have any plans 
to try something different in the 
future? 

“Something a bit weirder,” he says, 
mentioning that he wouldn't mind 
collaborating with Amy Winehouse 
“There’s not any style I would gravi- 
tate towards, particularly. I could try 
hip hop, but it would be complete 
crap because of the accent — now 
that would be horrible!”

is also a member of indie darlings 
Wolf Parade, he and wife Alexei Per- 
ry are confused by the term. And can 
you blame them? With the release of 


| their new album Face Control, they 





have now put out as many records as 
Boeckner’s other band (if you want 
to get technical about it) 

“It's a weird thing,” Perry explains 
over the phone from their home in 
Montreal. “I think that term ‘side 
project’ is used almost exclusively in 
music. I've never really understood 
that. It’s only because someone has 
some notoriety for something else. If 
you're an artist and you work in two 
different mediums — say, painting 
and sculpture — no one calls one a 
side project. You do different things; 
you have different outlets to exercise 
different parts of your brain.” 

To be sure, not only do the songs 


| on Face Control sound distinct from 


Boeckner’s work with Wolf Parade, 
but they're also more aggressive 
than the ones on the duo's 2007 
debut album Plague Park. Perry at- 
tributes the change in tempo to the 
pair's experience touring eastern 
Europe. 

“We wanted to have songs that were 
sort of more raw and intense because 
we liked being able to perform that 
way live,” she says. “We want to make 
people dance at our shows. Plague 
Park was [written] in our home and 


| we had the songs pretty much done 


by the time we were recording them. 





[With] Face. Control, we took a more 
journalistic approach where we were 
taking snippets of things that we had 
been experiencing on our travels 
whether it was photos or things we'd 
recorded or lyrics for songs, and then 
took them into the studio and tried 
to record things live off the floor. We 
wanted to keep a good sense of the 
urgency and immediacy of what we 
were working on.” 

As you listen to Boeckner’s dis- 
torted guitar riffs paired with Perry’s 
somber yet jolting keyboards, the in 
fluence of the pair's eastern exploits 
is hard to miss. Listening to Perry 
talk about their travels makes it clear 
just how much impact it had. 

“Some of the stuff we were doing 
on this record, we were just trying 
to recreate sounds we'd heard in dif- 
ferent places,” she says. “We took 
an overnight train from Helsinki to 
Moscow; it was a really bleak and 
weird thing to do. We started doing 
a lot of writing on that train ride 
and wanted to somehow make evi- 
dence of what we were working on 
sonically.” 

An absorbing sense of alienation 
makes its presence felt on Face 
Control, but there is promise in lyr- 
ics pleading for a change of scenery 
— or any kind of change, for that 
matter. 

“| think a lot of the time you come 
from a position where you're not 
wholly satisfied where you are,” says 
Perry. “You're frequently yearning 
for something else. I think we try to 
be as hopeful as possible but we're 
not totally satisfied with the world 
we live in,”

Billing itself as “the ultimate covers album,” this charity compilation benefiting the humanitarian organi- | 
zation War Child practically invites derision. Not helping the cause is the fact that the songs are all pulled 
from the catalogues of definitive artists, including Bob Dylan, Joy Division, Bruce Springsteen, TheClash, 
U2, and David Bowie. Suffice it to say, | was feeling highly skeptical about the CD before I'd even peeled off the wrapper. Fortunately, 
most of the bands performing the covers are accomplished in their own right, so nothing sounds amateurish. Indeed, the artists being | 
covered chose the bands they wished to rerecord their material, a gimmick that provides for some interesting choices — as well as some 
very safe ones. (Springsteen picked The Hold Steady. Imagine that.) The results are hit-and-miss, but the tracks that work are excep- 
tionally good and the misfires are never worse than boring. Of particular note are Beck's take on Dylan's “Leopard-Skin Pill-Box Hat” 
and Lily Allen making The Clash’s “Straight to Hell” completely her own. However, taking advantage of iTunes’ single-song downloads is 
the only way to make this compilation worthwhile — just don't tell War Child.

The Mouniain is, |'m told, the third album of sweeping blues-rock from the Ohio trio Heartless Bastards, 
It's a capable record, one that wears its Led Zeppelin-sized ambitions on its sleeve, but | still can't shake 
my very first impression, namely: “Geez, this singer sounds exactly like the guy from Cold War Kids.” That 
might as well be a death rattle. Of course, it turns out that not only is their singer not related to the over-enunciating Nathan Willett — 
she's also a woman (Erika Wennerstrom). Wennerstrom’s bellowing vocals are actually quite well suited to the band at its loudest and 
most grandiose, but there's something about thundering, ultra-sincere odes to things like mountains and oceans that makes my eyes 
glaze over. (Too much of a city boy, maybe.) | much prefer the quieter, folkier numbers, like the dueling harmonies in the chorus of “Could 
Be So Happy,” or “Had to Go" if a minute or two were sheared off its seven-plus running time.

When the rumour surfaced that mega-producer Timbaland would be the force behind Chris Comell’s next 
album, people couldn't quite believe it — or perhaps they didn't want to believe it. On the surface, the 
Scream team appears to be the most ill-conceived musical marriage since David Bowie and Bing Crosby 
sang about a tiny drummer boy. And quickly (very quickly) into the opener, "Part of Me.” the peculiarity of this collaboration becomes | 
glaring. An introduction that seems more like a parody welcomes the former grunge icon. Go a bit further and you hear Cornell clumsily 
remind the listener that “that bitch ain't a part of me” — and it’s at this point that you realize Cornell has made a complete 180 anda 
very big musical mistake. As for Timbaland, he holds up his end of the bargain and had this been a Justin Timberlake project, it would | 
have worked well. (in fact, JT appears on “Take Me Alive,” perhaps the album's most cringe-worthy cut.) Ultimately, the uncomfortable 
union of Cornell's voice and Timbaland's signature sound makes this one of the most awkward albums you'll hear for a while.

From the first notes on their first full-length album, Edmonton punk trio 40 Thieves sends the arrow point- 
ing into the red, and they keep it quivering there for the next half hour. Caleb Neumeier’s guitar Is steady as a 
metronome yet sharp and anxious as the sound of a keycutter wheel, Lee Klippenstein’s bass is nimble, and 
the vocals have a strained, tenth-take hoarseness that sometimes works against them — but at least trying too hard is better than not 
trying hard enough. Even for a 30-minute disc, 40 Thieves is a little one-note — there's nothing wrong with a punk band celebrating their 
youth, savouring life, and sneering at the nine-to-fivers, but the images of glasses being raised, fires still burning, swords being drawn, and 
feet hitting the street while the sheep flock to their jobs are pretty familiar ones. (Interestingly, the best song on the disc, “Up & Out.” is the 
one where the band tries to imagine an experience outside their own, and sing about a guy who leaves Edmonton to start a new life “bus- 
tin’ bronx” in Mexico.) But this is the kind of disc where focused energy matters more than finesse, and 40 Thieves have energy to spare.

Since 1989, Austria’s Michael Haneke 
has directed 10 feature films, all of 
them characterized by an icy visual 
style, frequently shocking images of 
sudden violence and emotional tor 

ture, a laserlike intelligence, a stern, 
unforgiving moral code, a Hitchcock- 
ian talent for manipulating the emo- 
tional responses of his audience, and 
a uniquely democratic talent for en- 
raging populist and highbrow critics 
alike. It's hard to imagine a less cud 

dly filmmaker — and yet University 
of Alberta Prof. Bill Beard has spent 
the last few months in Haneke’s 
chilly embrace without seeming any 
the worse for wear. 

Along with Marsh Murphy, Beard’s 
been organizing a complete two 
week retrospective of Haneke’s films 
at Metro Cinema, as well as editing 
a handy companion volume of es 
says that will be distributed for free 
at each screening. (Full disclosure 
I wrote the incredibly insightful es- 

ay about Funny Games, both the 
1997 German original and the shot 
for-shot 2007 English-language re 
make.) Complete with hard-to-find 
titles like Time of the Wolf, 71 Frag- 
ments of a Chronology of Chance, 
and his adaptation of Franz Kafka's 
The Castle, it's one of the larg- 
est Haneke retrospectives ever in 
North America. 

“He was one of those guys I'd been 
meaning to catch up with for some 


time,” Beard says, “and | hadn't re- 


ally seen a lot of his films until the 
idea [of a retrospective] came up, al 
though | was certainly aware of his 
reputation. I had seen The Seventh 
Continent, his first theatrical feature, 
and I loved that film. Well, maybe 
it's not possible to ‘love’ Haneke's 
cinema, but I was certainly strongly 
affected by it and admired it greatly. 
I would go so far as to say it's a per- 
fect film. You’ve got a filmmaker 
who already seems fully formed, 
who's in complete command of his 
instrument — it's full of static shots 
of people going about mundane daily 
activities, a lot of it without much 
dialogue, so that it’s almost like a si- 
lent film. Which is something only a 
very skilled director can pull off. It 
seems like a very cool, detached film 
in its depiction of bourgeois life, and 
when you get to where it’s going, it's 
devastating.” 

Beard suggests The Seventh Conti- 
nent as a good entry point for Haneke 
neophytes, or perhaps The Piano 
Teacher, his intense 2002 character 
study of a psychologically troubled 
music professor (Isabelle Huppert) 
and her twisted relationship with 
a handsome male student. (Just be 
warned: there's a scene involving 
Huppert and a razor blade that is not 
for the squeamish. ) Perhaps his 2005 
thriller Caché would be a more ac 
cessible pick — it combines Haneke'’s 
usual indictment of the middle class 
with a few technically dazzling visual 
flourishes that must have left Brian 
De Palma green with envy. 

But the truth is, whatever entry 
point you choose in Haneke’s filmog- 
raphy, you're in for a challenging, un- 
conventional moviegoing experience. 
“He's like Bresson,” Beard says, “in 
that he has this extremely pure ethi- 
cal code that makes high demands on 
people. And this is good, right?, for

the very middle-class, guilt-ridden, 
art-film viewers who are often the 
subject of his films! You go there to 
be punished for all the sins you've 
committed, like having enjoyed the 
last Bourne movie. There's a kind of 
missionary zealotry in Haneke, and 
a lot of people hate his films because 
of it.” 

Benny's Video, from 1992, is the

one that Beard has the biggest prob- 
lem watching — he has an aversion 
to seeing animals killed on camera. 
“But even hating Michael Haneke 
films is more enlivening than your 
reaction to most movies,” he says. 
“You feel engaged by them; you 
might even find yourself sitting there 
in the theatre wanting to argue out 
loud with the movie! Now, I imagine 


that most of the people who come 
to this event will be cinephiles who 
have seen a couple of Haneke films 
and are excited by the idea of catch 
ing up with the ones they haven't 
But even the people who've never 
seen a Haneke film — if I can just 
drag those guys through the door, | 
have some confidence they'd be back 
for more.”

Finally. 

After languishing in development 
hell for over 20 years, the Watchmen 
movie is here. The film adaptation of 
one of the most revered (and, some 
would say, most unfilmable) graphic 
novels of all time is hyped to be every 
fan of the 1986 comic's dream come 
true, but does it live up to expecta- 
tions? 

Well, kinda. 

While hardcore fans will breathe 
a collective sigh of relief that the 
Holy Grail of comics has received a 
thoughtful and ultimately faithful 
treatment in its theatrical incarna- 
tion, I’m afraid Watchmen may not 
hold much interest for anyone who 
hasn't already been exposed to Alan 
Moore's masterpiece. Director Zack 
Snyder (Dawn of the Dead, 300) has 
admitted that his main goal was to 
make a “commercial” for the graphic 


novel with hopes of emboldening 
moviegoers to venture out of the the- 
atre and into the comic book store, 
but I fear that his devotion is more 
likely to drive them away. 

Watchmen is set in an alternate 
1985 America in which costumed he- 
roes were once part of everyday soci- 
ety. After Congress outlaws masked 
vigilantism, and after a scientist is 
accidentally transformed into the 
superhuman and nearly godlike Dr. 
Manhattan (Billy Crudup), those 
who were once brave enough to put 
on tights and fight crime find them- 
selves unnecessary. That's not to say 
life is without its worries; in fact, the 
Doomsday Clock, an ever-present re- 
minder of Armageddon between the 
U.S. and its eternal foes, the Soviets, 
is mere seconds away from nuclear 
midnight. 

When one of his former colleagues 
is murdered, the unbalanced vigilante 
Rorschach (Jackie Earle Haley) sets 
out fo uncover a plot to kill all retired 
superheroes. As he reconnects with 
his former crime-fighting confeder- 
ates, he discovers a conspiracy with 
links to their past and catastrophic 
consequences for the future. 

Rather than subject us to yet anoth- 
er super-team origin story, Watch- 
men takes a deconstructionist view of

superhero mythology. The heroes in 
this world are as human and flawed 
as anyone else — and in most cases, 
they’re even more messed up. Those 
who decide to don masks and stop 
crimes are actually hiding some kind 
of emotional trauma beneath layers 
of latex and gadget belts. Heady stuff 

. maybe too heady for anyone who 
isn't familiar with Watchmen going 
in to care. Not to say that reading the 
comic is mandatory for any kind of 
enjoyment, but it does go a lo-o-o 
ong way. 

Unlike the psychotic Rorschach 
(who proclaims, “Never compro- 
mise!”), Zack Snyder and screen 
writers David Hayter and Alex Tse 
have found a happyish medium with 
their condensation of some very 
dense source material. Just about 
every shot in the film can be found 
and recognized within the original 
graphic novel’s 400-plus pages — it's 
easily the most visually loyal adapta- 
tion of a comic I've ever seen. And 
yet, | can’t help but feel that Snyder 
would have done the comic a greater 
service if he had been a little less 
precious about certain moments and 
made room for some of the Watch- 
men universe's more un-extraordi- 
nary inhabitants. For example, the 
comic's beautiful 11-panel scene in-

volving Nite Owl and The Silk Spec 
tre desperately grasping for normal 
human contact becomes an extreme 
ly long and unseemly sex scene. That 
and the extended, very violent fight 
scenes left me missing some of the 
novel's secondary (but no less inter- 
esting) characters 

That said, there are some inspired 
casting choices made here. While 
Malin Akerman as The Silk Spectre 
and Matthew Goode as Ozymandias 
seem a little out of their depth, the 
rest of the ensemble (with Haley as 
a particular standout) bring an un- 
matched realism to their superhero 
alter egos, making it impossible to 
miss the inherent sadness and trag 


on screen

edy that caused these masked men 
to exist, 

So, do I recommend Watchmen? 
For fans of the comic, without a 
doubt. By no means is it a substitute; 
think of it more as a supplement, 
something to tide you over until you 
have a few hours to sit down and 
delve into the graphic novel 

As for the uninitiated, I'd suggest 
picking up the book — you'll know 
within the first couple pages if it’s for 
you. If you're sufficiently intrigued 
to read it all the way through, I sus- 
pect that curiosity will get the better 
of you, and you'll want to see the 
Watchmen live and breathe onscreen 
as much as | did.

There should be more biopics about 
record producers and promoters. Ev- 
eryone I’ve seen has been pretty ter- 
rific, from American Hot Wax to 24 
Hour Party People to writer/director 


| Darnell Martin's Cadillac Records, 
| about Chess Records founder Leon- 


ard Chess. They can't sing, they can't 
play instruments, and no one would 
pay to watch them perform onstage, 
but I'm fascinated by the way so 
many good performers might never 
have become great if the right per- 
son hadn't been working invisibly for 
them behind the scenes, introduc- 
ing them to the right people, pair- 
ing them up with the right material, 
seeing something in their talent that 
even they themselves never noticed. 
If you help bring great art into being, 
does that make you an artist too? 

I don’t know if Darnell Martin has 
brought great art into being with Ca- 
dillac Records — the film is at once 
too sprawling and too hemmed in 
by biopic conventions — but she’s 
assembled an ace cast and assigned 
all of them larger-than-life roles. Oh, 
and I suppose the music isn’t half 
bad, either. 

We're already an hour into the film 
before Beyoncé Knowles makes her 
entrance as Etta James: blonde of 
hair, long of eyelash, wearing a form- 
fitting green dress that must have 


| made every man in the crew weep 


when she emerged from her trailer. 
She then launches into a rendition of 


| “All I Could Do Was Cry” that's ev- 


ery bit as spectacular as that dress. 
Knowles acts the song, telling a com- 
plete story in this scene — two sto- 


| Ties, actually: the self-contained sto- 


ty within the lyrics of the song, and 
the unspoken, private story James is 
remembering that's enabling her to 
sing it so passionately. 





Jeffrey Wright goes in a different 
direction with his performance as 
Muddy Waters — cooler of tempera 
ment, more apt to slyly observe the 
goings-on from the side of the room 
than call attention to himself in the 
middle of it. (That is, except when he 
takes the stage — he is the Hoochie 
Coochie Man, after all.) Wright cuts 
quite a figure, speaking in a silky 
mumble, wearing a dapper suit and 
an impeccable pompadour when he's 
in public and a cleaning-lady ker- 
chief on his head when he's at home 
— along with songwriter/bassist Wil- 
lie Dixon, he’s the slow-and-steady 
survivor of the bunch, his reluctance 
to change with the times making 
him seem that much cooler when his 
sound comes back in style. 

Columbus Short, the least-known 
actor in the main cast, acquits him- 
self well as harmonica giant Little 
Walter, essentially performing his 
own stardom-to-the-gutter biopic on 
fast-forward. And Mos Def is a hoot 
as Chuck Berry — when Alan Freed 
says that “Maybelline” will make 
Berry famous and Leonard Chess 
rich, Berry stands up and gets Leon- 
ard to switch seats with him. 

Berry's pretty sharp: Chess loved 
music and considered many of the 
musicians on his label his friends, 
but he had little compunction about 
keeping them in the dark about the 
contracts he signed them to and how 
much money he actually owed them 
He preferred instead to reward them 
with Cadillacs and houses — a strat- 
egy that enabled him to look like 2 
generous boss showering them with 
surprise “gifts.” I like how Adrien 
Brody plays Chess the blues lover 
and Chess the shady businessman 
so straightforwardly, as if there’s no 
contradiction whatsoever betweer 
these two sides of his personality 
After all, Chess likely didn’t see @ 
contradiction either. 

Cadillac Records doesn’t quite fee! 
like the definitive version of this sto 
ry, but if anyone tries telling it again 
a few years from now, they'll nee¢ 
to be even sharper and luckier than 
Leonard Chess to gather this much 
talent under one roof.

Talking to Lally Cadeau about playing Sister Aloysius in The 
Citadel's new production of Doubt, puts me in a strange posi- 
tion. For the first time in more than 10 years of covering local 
theatre, | find myself having to avoid spoiling the play for the 
actor appearing in it 

I am not exaggerating for effect here. Cadeau avoided reading 
tke scenes in the script in which her character does not appear, 
she was not present when the other cast members — John UI- 
lyatt, Clarice Eckford, and Karen Robinson — were rehearsing 
their scenes, and she certainly avoided seeing the recent film 
version directed by playwright John Patrick Shanley and star- 
ring Meryl Streep and Philip Seymour Hoffman. (“Where's 
the fun in that?” she exclaims, as if I'd suggested opening your 
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Christmas presents on Dec. 18.) Even with the play up and run- 
ning in previews, she makes a point of not listening backstage 
to the eyents proceeding in Sister Aloysius’ absence. Indeed, 
when the Doubt cast joins me for Sunday dinner at the Pradera 
Lounge in the Westin Hotel, this might well be the longest, most 
detailed conversation the four of them have ever had about just 
what happens (or seems to happen) in the play. 

I say “seers to happen” because Shanley avoids concrete cer- 
tainties the way Sister Aloysius deplores ballpoint pens. Here's 
the setup: we're in a Catholic school in the Bronx in 1964. Vati 
can II is loosening up the hidebound rituals of the church, with 
the stern, terrifying martinet figure of Sister Aloysius repre- 
senting the old order and the school's laidback new priest Father 
Flynn (Ullyatt) representing the new. Based on a few shreds of 
circumstantial evidence (and perhaps an instinctive dislike of 
this new priest, with his long fingernails and permissive atti 
tudes), Sister A. becomes convinced that Flynn has molested an 
altarboy named Donald — who also happens to be the school’s 
very first black student. 

Is Flynn guilty? It's impossible to know for sure — on the one 
hand, his explanations for the boy's odd behaviour seem per- 
fectly plausible, and yet on the other, perhaps his responses to 





Sister Aloysius’ accusations are a little too carefully worded to 
be entirely satisfactory. 

“T've come up with an answer for myself,” says Ullyatt after 
repeatedly reassuring an alarmed Cadeau that he won't reveal 
what it is. “I think I have to, simply in order to play the part 
But coming up with that answer and navigating through all of 
his enigmatic comments was incredibly hard to do. And yet, as | 
said to [friend and frequent theatrical collaborator] Dave Clarke, 
in a sense, it doesn’t really matter if I think I’m guilty or I think 
I'm innocent. Flynn might be innocent, he might be guilty and a 
good liar, he might be guilty and in denial — I should still say the 
lines the same way, no matter which option is true.” 

Amusingly, the other actors’ attitudes toward Flynn are all 
a reflection of whatever character they happen to be playing 
Cadeau has no doubt that he’s guilty. Clarice Eckford, who plays 
the young, easily swayed Sister James, keeps changing her opin- 
ion: “When John’s onstage with me,” she says, “I'll often think, 
‘Oooh, he was pretty cagey there. I wonder if that means he's 
guilty.’ I don’t know, and I kind of can’t wait until the end of the 
run so that I can find out.” 

Meanwhile, Karen Robinson is too intent on her own char- 
acter to worry whether Flynn is guilty or innocent. She ap- 
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pears in a single explosive scene in the second half of the play, 
playing Donald’s mother, Mrs. Muller, whom Sister Aloy 
sius has summoned to her office in order to share her suspi- 
cions about Father Flynn. Not to give anything away, but Mrs. 
Muller does not have the reaction you would expect from 
most mothers. 

“Mrs. Muller's take on events is, I think, kind of revolution- 
ary,” she says. “The play takes place in a world governed by rules 
that everyone in it has to live by. And here comes this woman 
from outside that world, in so many ways, who makes what | 
think is a very convincing argument for seeing things differ- 
ently. I have to say, this play is so incredibly well-written that if 
you just say the words, it makes absolute sense. Shanley gives 
you so much — I never have a moment where | think, “Why 
would she say that? Why would she do that? | need to figure out 
how to justify what I’m doing here.’”” 

As Cadeau points out, the mere fact that it’s taken the school 
until 1964 to accept a black student is shocking in and of itself. 
And segregation, in a broader sense, is one of the play's more 
fascinating motifs — the way Sister Aloysius and Father Flynn 
are not permitted to speak together in her office without a third 
party present, the way Flynn scolds Sister Aloysius for talking 
to one of the nuns at his old church instead of following proto- 
col and talking to the monsignor, the brief but telling moment 
where Sister Aloysius bitterly notes that Flynn can confess his 
sins and doubts to a priest — the unspoken implication being 
that she must do the same instead of finding the perhaps more 
sympathetic ear of another woman 

“In 1964, I was in a convent school in Philadelphia,” Cadeau 
says. “I studied under five different orders of nuns. So I've cer- 
tainly met Sister Aloysius — many times. And this play gets ev- 
erything exactly right about those women at that time. This was 
a very hard time for nuns, because of Vatican II. The world was 
changing so fast, and Vatican II represents the new order. It was 
terrifying and unsettling.” 

“Twas struck a quote in a book about young nuns at that time 
that I read to prepare for this play,” Eckford says. “It talked 
about how when they removed their habits, they had to re-eval- 
uate why they were even in the convent. They wanted to wear 
the habit. It's as if you were in the military and they took away 
your uniform. There's even a ritual around the putting on of the 
habit, the order in which you put it all on. If you remove those 
strict traditions, you start asking, ‘Who am 1? What am I even 
doing here?” 

But if the experiences of the local priests and nuns the actors

talked to as they worked on the play are any indication, those 
uncertainties are, paradoxically, an integral part of their faith 
One priest Ullyatt spoke to talked about waiting some 40 years 
to get answers to the questions about his own fears and uneasi- 
ness about his own suitability for the priesthood — a four-decade 
voyage of doubt. It gave him a renewed faith in the future of the 
church, he says, to hear so many of its officers being so com 
fortable in doubt's corhpany. 

You've got to wonder if they'd be so comfortable sitting oppo- 
site Sister Aloysius. One of the canniest strategies in Shanley’s 
script is the way it makes Father Flynn into the most likable 
character, even though Sister Aloysius is the one who's trying to 
get a suspected child molester removed from the parish. “I don’t 
think she's unlikable,” Cadeau says. “I think she’s right! This 


kind of thing had been going on for centuries, and you couldn't 
be a thinking nun in an order and not know it. Someone has to 
protect the children. Someone has to get rid of this element. It's 
rampant, and she doesn't want it in her school — she doesn't 
want it in the church, period. So I see her as a positive force!” 

Ullyatt chuckles: “And, of course, I don't.” 

And back and forth it goes, until it becomes obvious that even 
if Meryl Streep, Philip Seymour Hoffman, John Patrick Shan- 
ley, and even Father Flynn and Sister Aloysius were at the table 
with us, we still wouldn't be any closer to pinning down defini- 
tively what happened to Donald Muller that afternoon in the 
rectory. 

“Talk about walking on eggshells!” Eckford finally says. “This 
is the kind of play where | don't think I'll ever settle into it.”

mon buns which pummel the Sugar 
Bowl’s, hands down. There are great 
thrift stores, antique shops, and, of

also lives in this town, much like the 
Saskatchewan town where | grew up 
For young people, there's not much 
more to do on a Friday night than get 
wasted and set off some fireworks, 
which my students keep trying to get 


to do. I have to admit, it sounds 





fun. The old prairie girl in me can't 





resist a bit of mischief 

Which is why I choose to do Three 
Sisters here. Knowing the town and 
the campus have strong Christian 
roots, I couldn't resist maybe get 
ting into a bit of trouble, parading 
a story replete with porn, swears, 
and cross-dressers. In my fantasies, 
people would be outraged that I had 
lured the students into swearing or 
dressing up as “faggots.” Maybe | 
was hoping to get fired 

But there is something I failed to 
realize about a town with strong Lu- 
theran roots. Lutherans are polite;

| wonder just what it was I thought 
I was doing. Do I really think | am 
making new theatre? Do I really 
think that the people who live in this 
town haven't said or heard the “c”- 
word before? I am an asshole. This 
community is a very supportive little 
town. The show is good little show 
that the students themselves had 


fun with. But the Lutherans are tol- 
erant and they have simply opted 
not to come. Nor have they said 
anything bad. 

In fact, we just play our show night- 
ly to enthusiastic but shrinking audi- 
ences. | have spent the better part of 
the last two months on Highway 21 
literally travelling between nowhere 
and nowhere. | am alienated from 
the community in which I live (€d- 
monton) because I am absent, and I 
am an outsider in the community I 
travel to every day. I am a snake oil 
salesman, selling a cure that no one 
needs, hawking my shitty little shows 
out of the back of my dead mother’s 
Toyota Corolla 


Who do I think I am that I can tap 
into a prairie narrative at all? Ther: 
are so many narratives in this land 
scape of those who have felt othered, 
of rebels who settled to live where 
they belong. Who am I to call this 
place “nowhere” at all? 

Belonging is relative, a sense of 
place and community come from the 
practice of tolerance. I am no bet- 
ter than the jerks from Toronto who 
think they know something about 
the rest of Canada.

Snarkiness At The Edge Of Town 


CRITIC DAVID DENBY GOES ON 
THE WARPATH AGAINST SNARK

SNARK 
By David Denby, Simon & Schuster, 144 pp. $18.99,

Snark, the new  socio-journalistic 
etiquette book from New Yorker film 
critic David Denby, begins and ends 
on the defensive. He starts by making 
a crowbar separation between Ste- 
phen Colbert's high-level satire and 
the insult comedy of Penn Jillette; he 
finishes with a chapter called “What 
__ Is Not Snark.” This strategy — defin- 
_ ing his subject by what it isn’t instead 
of what it is — doesn’t exactly inspire 
a reader's confidence. Why is he so 
concerned with defending his defini- 
tion's borders from the outside? Are 
_ the barbarians really at the gates, 
ready to rip the place apart? 
Its a particularly risky move given 





how contested the entire territory is. 
In Denby’s formulation, snark is the 
mutant cousin of satire and irony, a 
_ form of criticism that retains their 
acerbic critical bite but which up- 
holds no alternative values, and pro- 
fesses no desire to make things bet- 
_ ter. To give his case weight, he traces 
the word’s history and points out 
some of the biggest offenders in re- 
cent decades, including Tom Wolfe, 
Spy magazine, and New York Times 
columnist Maureen Dowd. The In- 
ternet is overrun with unchecked 
snark, The problem, however, is that 
irony is itself nearly impossible to pin 
down precisely, and these tangential 
history lessons, while fun, only un- 
derscore how inadequate a job Denby 
does explaining how snark relates to 
this already-slippery idea upfront.

Critics took aim at Snark almost 
immediately after its release in Janu- 
ary, attacking Denby’s choice of. tar- 
gets, as well as his generally haughty 
tone. Perhaps out of spite, the back- 
lash has been even snarkier than 
usual: New York magazine at least 
prefaced its dismantling by noting 
that “it’s too easy to stamp this book 
with some snarky dismissal (EPIC 
FAIL) and continue on one’s self- 
satisfied way.” Even Charlie Rose got 
mad about it, for crying out loud 

Still, part of Denby’s argument 
strikes a chord with me, and | sus- 
pect I’m not alone. Minutes after 
Obama was elected, for example, one 
of my Facebook friends announced, 
“Let the predictable status updates 
begin ...” This is a prime example of 
what irritates Denby so much, and 
presumably what motivated him to 
write the book: it's cutting other peo 
ple down — people who you actually 
agree with — just to make yourself 
feel superior to them for a fleeting 
instant. It's meant to be funny, but 
there's no real joke involved, and 


certainly no substantial critique. It’s 
simply a heckler throwing tomatoes, 
and it sours all of the productive en- 
ergies around it 

But my goodwill doesn’t extend 
much further beyond Denby’s initial 
itch and his quick turns of phrase, 
mostly because I think what defini- 
tion he does scrape together is plain 
wrong. Those who practice snark

taste, not kind. Essentially, he’s ac 
cusing those with different values 
of having no values at all, which is 
such a sneaky logical shift that I'm 
not entirely sure Denby is aware he’s 
making it 

And for such a staunch anti-snark 
advocate, Denby sure can fling mud 
with the worst of them. After nearly 


90 solid pages of chastising snark

don’t seem to believe in much, true, 
but they aren't the set-the-world- 
on-fire nihilists he claims they are 
In fact, if there's one thing celebrity 
gossip blogs like The Superficial ab- 
solutely believe in, it’s the concept of 
celebrity itself — that stars should be 
beautiful, flawless, some impossible 
body type, and still somehow ego- 
free. Denby doesn't share these be- 
liefs, nor in fact do most people, but 
now we're talking about a matter of 


ers for painting in broad, reactionary 
strokes (assuming all celebrities are 
ultra-vain, or all politicians corrupt, 
based on the actions of a select few) 
he takes an astoundingly mirthful 
kick at the ribs of the entire restau 
rant industry, which he stereotypes 
as overpriced and pretentious. He 
writes that he is “moved by a wave of 
tenderness” at the “Deathwatch” sec- 
tion of the ruthless and very snarky 


Eater.com, which allows viewers

to “gaze upon a failing restaurant's 
empty tables, its desperate attempts 
to change the menu or decor.” 

This isn’t “justified” or “necessary” 
snark, and the above description of 


empty tables doesn’t make me feel 


triumphant — it just makes me feel 
sad. But then again, I don't wish fi- 
nancial ruin on anyone who dares 


open a restaurant, for the same rea- 
son | don't wish anorexia on all aspir- 
ing actors: at root, they're trying to 
do good, to make people feel happy. 
They shouldn't be shamed just for 
taking a risk 

Which brings me to my counter- 
hypothesis: that snark and comedy 
are actually incompatible. To attack 


someone for no reason, with no 
premise, and with no motivation 
other than character assassination 
simply cannot be called a joke — to 
even link it with satire and irony 
gives it far too much legitimacy. On 
the other hand, if your target really 
deserves the noogie — as Denby’s 
book frequently does — it wouldn't 


be snark in the first place

This week, Mandy and Jill head to 
the Art Gallery of Alberta to view 
the highly anticipated exhibition Po- 
laroids: Attila Richard Lukacs and 
Michael Morris, featuring work by 
the internationally renowned (and 
locally Attila Richard 
Lukacs 


spawned) 


Jill: I’ve heard bits and pieces about 
Lukacs from various sources over 
the last year, so when the AGA devel- 
oped this exhibition, | was excited to 
finally get the opportunity to see his 
paintings and photos in real life. This 
particularly show consists of themed 
batches of Polaroid pictures framed 
in small, neat white frames, as well 
as five huge paintings that relate to 
the photographs 

Mandy: This is the first time Lu- 
kacs’ Polaroids have been a part of 
any exhibition. They were selected 
from literally thousands, grouped 
together and curated by his longtime 
friend Michael Morris, so that this 
show is actually kind of a collabo 
ration between the two artists. Lu 
kacs uses the Polaroids as sketches, 
photographing his models in scenes 
with props and lighting to compose 
images that he then translates into 
paintings. He's been producing these 


photos since the ‘80s, but he’s always 
been known primarily for his large- 
scale oil paintings 

Jill: Including so many of the Po- 
laroids in the exhibition space and 
arranging them the way they have 
lends them a sense of a real-time 
narrative. I especially like how you 
are pulled into these boys’ iiber-mas- 
culine environments, and almost 
their headspace, as the photographs 
are taking place. Morris talks about 
the men in the photos being used as 
actors — Lukacs orders them to pose 
one way and another for the camera. 
However, the feeling I get is a narra- 
tive that jumps between the fiction 
Lukacs is creating and the reality of 
the relationship between model and 
photographer. 

Mandy: The Polaroids usually 
show just one man, sometimes two, 
very rarely a group. Nudity and sexu- 
ally suggestive posturing are preva- 
lent, along with that heightened 
masculinity you mentioned earlier 
But at the same time, Lukacs uses 
dramatic lighting and richly coloured 
backdrops, which romanticize the 
setting. He makes these powerful 
contemporary male bodies insinuate 
the classically beautiful 

Jill: There’s so much power in 
these photographs that | actually 
found the paintings to fall flat in 
comparison. And it's too bad, see- 
ing how the references are so much 
more full of life and spontaneity 
than the final product. Lukacs seems 
to concentrate so intently on creat- 
ing these huge, impressive scenes 
with all of this loaded imagery that 
he completely ignores the basics 
of what engages a viewer with a 
work, The handling of the paint, 
and even most of the basic drawing 
in these paintings, were not very 


remarkable. 

Mandy: There is one painting in 
the show, “Green and Yellow,” a very 
early work from 1989, that I think 
is the exception to what you're talk- 
ing about. There’s far less “all-over” 
paint handling in this one, which

predominantly military-themed. 

Jill: | agree with you on the “Green 
and Yellow” painting. The imagery is 
a lot less straightforward here; in the 
other paintings in the exhibit, Lukacs 
does tend to hit you over the head 
with his message. As for the military

seems much more considered and 
formally simplistic in a way that 
makes the completed image feel re- 
lated to the original Polaroid. I’m not 
sure about the more recent paint- 
ings, either; Lukacs’ work has always 
been about the time he is in, and the 
imagery in his current paintings is 


theme, it’s certainly not my cup of 
tea, but I think it could definitely be 
done in a more convincing way. For 
Lukacs, it seems, the message of the 
piece is far and away more important 
than the quality of the imagery itself 
and whether it holds the viewer's 
attention, 





Mandy: I wouldn’t go so far as 
that. Lukacs is still a relatively young 
artist, one who gained a lot of inter 
national attention very early in his 
career and whose style is still devel 
oping. The paintings he’s doing cur 
rently may lack the immediate visual 
edge that his early work had, but he's 
experimenting with how to present 
the narrative. These paintings are 
transitional, so it’s really not surpris 
ing they don’t feel as strong. 

Jill: Fair enough. | still think he 
should concentrate more on captur 
ing the real emotional essence of his 
Polaroids in his paintings; it might 
allow more of a connection between 
subject and viewer.

According to the latest census by 
Statistics Canada, single people out- 

_ number married people for the first 
time since the census began, back 
in 1871. The 2006 census revealed 
that 51.5 per cent of people over age 
15 were unmarried. The book Mar- 
riage and Divorce in Canada credits 
this shift in part to greater equality 
between the sexes, meaning women 
no longer have to marry to get finan- 
cial support. 

An increased acceptance of sex 
outside of marriage also means you 
don’t have to marry to get laid. High- 
er divorce rates and the fact that, as 
a society, we're also becoming more 
wary of marriage, either putting 
it off until later in life or avoiding 


it entirely, also means more single 





people. 

I also credit the increase to the 
fact that we are ever so slowly (al 
beit still begrudgingly) embracing 
the idea that being single might per 
haps, possibly, conceivably offer as 
much a guarantee of living happily 
ever after as does a life of monotony 
— er, | mean, monogamy — married 
to the same person for the rest of 
your life. 

A lot more people are coming to 
the conclusion that finding a part- 
ner isn't necessarily the only path to 
contentment, that a single life full 
of friendships, family and personal 
and social pleasures can be equally 
fulfilling. 

Bookstore shelves also bear wit- 
ness to this shift in thinking. Never 
has so much ink has been spilled 
on being single, it seems, though 
a quick browse through the many 
titles available on the subject reflects 
our lingering cultural bitterness 
about becoming an old maid. (And 
yes, most titles are aimed at women, 
not just because we're the ones who 
buy most of this self-help crap but 
because we — yes, both women and 
men — still have a much harder time 
believing a woman can be happy 
and single.) 

Based on some of the available 


titles out there, being single is either 
socially rebellious (Bachelor Girl 
100 Years of Breaking the Rules: A 
Social History of Living Single), kind 
of wacky (Quirky Alone: A Mani 
festo for Uncompromising Roman 
tics), a new artform (The Improvised 
Woman: Single Women Reinvent 
ing Single Life, The Art of Living 
Single, Flying Solo: Single Women 
in Midlife), or some weird form of 
heroism (With or Without a Man 
Single Women Taking Control of 
Their Lives, Living Whole Without a 
Better Half) 

We are still defensive about be- 
ing single in ways that coupled folk 
don't have to be. It’s hard to imagine 
a book called I’m Married, So Stop 
Giving Me a Hard Time, yet Even 
God Is Single, So Stop Giving Me 
a Hard Time is right there on the 
bookshelf next to books from which 
God Herself might gather a few tips 
Singles at the Crossroads: A Fresh 
Perspective on Christian Single- 
ness, Single Purpose: A Devotional 
for Singles 

The Joy of Being Single is one of 
the few titles that makes you feel you 
could actually be happy single as op 
posed to feeling defensive about it 
Which is surprising when you look 
at the evidence. Studies have shown 


that marriage doesn't make you any 
happier than being single. One study 
was published in the Journal of Per 
sonality and Social Psychology, say 
ing that while “newlyweds experi 
ence a brief emotional bounce after 
their wedding, they eventually return 


fe 


to the same outlook they had on | 
before they tied the knot." 
According to the researchers, the 
average boost from marriage was 
small — one-tenth of one point on 
the scale of zero (totally unhappy 
to 10 (totally happy). In other words, 
if you're miserable and single, you'll 
probably be miserable and married 
And yes, just as marriage does not 
ensure happiness, neither does being 
single. But if we spend as much of 
our lives being single as we do part 
nered, being single surely deserves 
the same chance at making us happy, 
doesn’t it?

Some of the funniest bits of rock writing in the early 
"90s were prompted by J Mascis’... er, unique inter- 
actions with the press, from the time he refused to 
come out of his trailer during Lollapalooza because 
he (literally) couldn't take the heat to the YouTube 
video of Mascis musing, “People think I’m lazy be- 
cause I talk so slow.” A voice asks why he speaks so 
peculiarly.

Be- 
yond is proof positive of that. Can_you hear the dif- 
ference then, J.? 

A strange, sleepy, almost pained voice that sounds 
affected by a reverb pedal croaks quite simply, “No.” 

And so it goes. “No,” “Yeah,” “I guess,” each re- 
sponse sandwiched by deafening silence. But in the 
end, it doesn’t matter much. The interview turns 
out to be far more revealing than I ever would have 
guessed. Mascis ended up making me laugh. Not 
at him, mind, or at myself, but at the notion that a 
20-minute phone interview could ever provide any 
genuine insight into what makes people like this 
guy tick.
